1. Recommended Action : That you sign the attached letter. 

2. Background : The Surveys and Investigations Staff of the House 
Appropriations Committee (HAC) proposes to proceed with an investigation of 
internal audit procedures and capabilities within the Intelligence Community 
(Tab A).
